The promptitude with which the 
government has kept its pledges to 
increase old age pensions, and to 
make cash advances to the western 
farmers on their farm-stored grain 
seems to have started a parade of 
all classes of people to Ottawa as 
the inexhaustible fountain from 
which all wealth flows. 


The provincial and municipal 
governments are in the lead with 
demands for larger shares of the 
federal revenue, plus power to in- 
cur liabilities for the federal gov- 
cinment to pay. 

Close behind them are the farm 
organizations, demanding guaran- 
teed parity prices for all farm pro- 
ducts, monopolies for their pro- 
ducts in the home market, and cash 
loans to hold their products till 
the Canadian consumers can be 
compelled to pay the prices de- 
manded of them, 

They also want the federal gov- 
ernment to provide the capital for 
young farmers to start farming on 
a big scale and for older farmers 
to expand operations. 


The building industry wants 
| more government money poured in- 
to housing projects in order to keep 
the building boom going. 

In this they are supported by 
labor unions, who insist on the 
right to fix their hours and wages 
while the government provides the 
money to make these possible. 

The small merchants have joined 
|the parade and are demanding 
Cas J0ansS lo euablo nem iw com- 
pete with the chain and the de- 
partment stores. And the demand 
is being made in some quarters 
that all primary industries be given 
the same assistance the farmers 
are getting. 

If need ts to be the justification 
fur granting government aid to 
private industry, it is suggested 
) that every producer, every proces- 
|sor and every distributor in the 
country could establish a just claim 
for assistance. This would mean 
| that practically all the people in 
the country would be receiving gov- 
ernment aid. 

It would also mean that all the 
people in the country would be 
; taxcd to pay for this aid. 
| We can't imagine any more 
| wasteful method of distributing the 
national income than by allowing 
| the government to distribute it ac- 
cording to the needs of the recipi- 
ents,

The promoters have so little 
faith in their efforts, that they 
are offering kick-backs to those 
who get hailed out. If the hail 
board had a similar 100% coverage, 
hailed out farmers would get eight 
to 10 times what they paid in. 

Nobody knows exactly how hail 
is formed. Apparently it is due to 
a conflict between a very cold air, 
which causes the freezing, and a 
moist warm air. Most farmers have 
watched the initial thunder-head 
develop out of a clear blue sky. 


What the silver iodide does, is to 
prevent that thunder-head from 
forming, and to warm up that cold 
air that’s sweeping down; probably 
from the slip-stream some 20 to 30 
vhousand feet high. But the fumes 
from these generators have no more 
effect than ordinary smoke. 

Something could be learned if 
hail stones falling in the project 
larea had been analyzed for silver 
|jodide. If the fumes had reached 
| the conflict area before hail forma- 
tion, then traces of iodide could be 
found. Any high school would 
have the facilities for this. 

Nature won't do our bidding at 
the snap of the fingerrs or a puff 
of smoke. To compete with nature, 
we must work on an equally grand 
scale. To get a drier climate de- 
nude the eastern slopes of the 
[mae of its forests. If the cli-

mate got too dry to suit, re-seed 
those forests, a big job. To get a 
warmer winter, build a range of 
;} mountains from the Rockies east- 
‘erly through the Red Deer district. 
As the cold arctic air swept in, it 
would be deflected upward, and 
over the warm westerly winds in- 
stead of sweeping under. 

It is my theory that during hot 
weather, a ttle low pressure is 

; built up along the coulees, and 
vhat acts as a guide for the path of 
j hailstorms. §o0, if Didsbury wanted 
a little leas hail, change the scenery 
around, and fill in the coulees,

Canadians Owe 
Big Money... 


In Canada today, 90% of the 
total population do not pay cash 
for the goods they buy, according 
to Hugh Garner, in the current is- 
sue of Liberty magazine. “We owe 
the grand sum of $850 million to 
finance and loan companies. An- 
other $990 million worth of our 
goods lies in hock, 

“Next to the battle between the 
sexes, the biggest war in Canada 
today is between debtors and cred- 
itors.” says Mr, Garner. “The ored- 
itors usually come out on top, but 
there are exceptions, In 1951, one 
finance company in Montreal wrote 
off outstanding debts of $10,000.” 

Repossessions — taking back 
goods not paid for — often runs as 
high as 5% of the total sales. In 
the car business, 90% of sales comes 
from men who buy cars and then 
skip with them, reports Mr. Garner. 

One Nova Scotia man won a 
$5,000 law suit against a finance 
company in Halifax. The bailiffe, 
mistaking him for a skip, removed 
his car from a parking lot, while 
he was staying in a hotel in Halifax. 
This mistake cost them well above 
the price of a new car. 

One Montreal bailiff once spent 
an uncomfortable two hours, when 
he went to repossess a TV set.
